Plans looking toward a number of great improvements for the entire 
peninsula region were given a strong impetus Wednesday evening, when 
business men from practically every part of San Mateo county assembled at 
a meeting in Menlo Park called by the Menlo Park Chamber of Commerce. 
Among the projects discussed were the construction of a road bridge across 
the bay at Dumbarton, the electrification of the Southern Pacific line down 
the peninsula from San Francisco, and the construction of a new highway 
east of the S. P. tracks on the peninsula. Much enthusiasm was manifested 
by those present, and a central organization having members in many dif¬ 
ferent towns of the county was formed to further the interests of the dif¬ 
ferent projects discussed.

The men 
were hurled from the machine, but 
the women were crushed after the 
crash.

The San Mateo County Federation 
of Woman’s Clubs does not want box¬ 
ing exhibitions held in this county.

The letter stated that 
prohibition of boxing contests was 
urged in the interest of better moral 
conditions in the county. The letter 
was ordered filed. 

A matter of considerable interest to 
the residents of the north side of the 
city which was discussed was the 
lowering of the pipe line of the Spring 
Valley Water Company. E. H. Lewis 
and other citizens whose homes are 
in Peck’s Lots urged the trustees to 
take some action to get the water 
company to place the big pipe, which 
stands above ground in places, to 
place it underground. The discussion 
developed the fact that there was 
some agitation for this purpose sev¬ 
eral years ago. The board instructed 
the city clerk to write the water com¬ 
pany and ask that the pipe line be 
lowered. It was represented by those 
who spoke on the subject that be¬ 
tween 100 and 200 feet of the line 
should be lowered in order that need¬ 
ed street improvements could be made.

OAD LIMITS FOR TRUCK AND 
TRAILER CONSIDERED; BOARD 
ENDORSES PROJECTED BRIDGE 
ACROSS THE BAY. 


FIVE CENT INCREASE IN FIRST 
500 FEET TO GO INTO EFFECT 
AUGUST 1; INCREASE ALLOWED 
IN MARCH IS REDUCED. 


The proper load limit to be allowed 
trucks and trailers using the San 
Mateo county highways came in for a 
lengthy discussion at Monday’s meet¬ 
ing of the county supervisors. The 
discussion was started when District 
Attorney Swart introduced a county 
ordinance amending ordinances 307 
and 309. The ordinance as introduced 
fixes a limit of 600 pounds per inch in 
width of rubber tires and 400 pounds 
of metal tires. The total weight of 
truck and load and the limit for the 
trailer was left for the supervisors to 


Beginning August 1st, gas con¬ 
sumers of San Mateo county will pay 
5 cents more on the first 500 feet of 
gas consumed than at present, accord¬ 
ing to an order rendered by the Rail¬ 
road Commission Wednesday in the 
reopened case of the Pacific Gas and 
Electric Company. At that, gas users 
can congratulate themselves that the 
raise allowed in March but held tem¬ 
porarily inoperative is withdrawn. 
The change in rates allowed differs in 
different localities, the 5 cent increase 
being for the cities of Daly City, Bur¬ 
lingame, Hillsborough, Redwood City, 
San Mateo, South San Francisco and 
contiguous territory. The present 
rate is 75 cents for the first 500 cubic 
feet and $1.35 per 1000 cubic feet for 
the next 4500 cubic feet, and on August 
1st this rate will be increased to 80 
cents for the first 500 cubic feet, and 
as far as announced there will be no 
change other than on the first 500 
cubic feet. 

The commission granted an increase 
of 2 cents per 1000 cubic feet in San 
Francisco, bringing the rate up to 
$1.07 per 1000. This increase also 
applies to Alameda county district, in¬ 
cluding Alameda, Berkeley, Oakland, 
Piedmont, Emeryville, and suburban 
territory. 

The commission established a ratio 
between the cost of crude oil and the 
cost of gas fixed at from 2 to 3 cents 
a barrel for each variation of 10 cents 
a barrel in the price of oil. 

An increase was granted by the 
commission last March, but following 
the drop in the price of oil the com¬ 
mission held the raise inoperative and 
reopened the case, with the result as 
stated above.

Attorney J. E. McCurdy, represent¬ 
ing coastside farmers and truck own¬ 
ers, stated the 600-pound limit was 
approved by his clients, and suggested 
nine tons as the limit for truck and 
load and the same for trailers. 

Attorney J. J. Bullock declared he 
believed that 500 pounds per inch 
width of tire as heavy as the pavement 
would stand. He stated that trailers 
are more or less a nuisance and that 
they should not be allowed the same 
limit as trucks. Bullock said that the 
roads were used largely by non-resi¬ 
dents and non-taxpayers of this county 
and suggested a license tax for haul¬ 
ing over San Mateo county roads. A 
petition signed by John Pitcher and 
ninety-five other taxpayers of the 
coastside, and asking such license tax, 
was presented. 

On being asked his opinion, County 
Surveyor George Kneese stated that 
when the roads were built seven tons 
was considered a reasonable limit, and 
that macadamized roads would not 
stand 500 pounds to the inch in tire 
width. 

Supervisor Mac Bain addressed his 
fellow board members, and declared 
he favored a limit of not more than 
16,000 pounds for trucks and half that 
amount for trailers. MacBain gave as 
his opinion that, if that limit was ex¬ 
ceeded, there would soon be little left 
of the county roads. 

The board decided to go into the 
matter more thoroughly, and set Tues¬ 
day, June 28th, as the time for a spe¬ 
cial meeting to consider the matter. 

A communication was received from 
the Yuba county supervisors con¬ 
demning the two state auto associa¬ 
tions for their part in recent legisla¬ 
tion designed to raise the load limit on 
trucks. 

An invitation was received from the 
California Development Board to in¬ 
stall a county exhibit at the Ferry 
building. This was filed. 

At the request of Florence Boggs of 
the Social Service,
